Carter Seeks Shift on Marijuana 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP).—. 


President Carter today called for 
the elimination of federal criminal 
penalties for the possession of up 
to an ounce of marijuana, ᾿ 


He calted. for pane atone: 
ment of federal laws regulating 


narcotics and ordered Attorney © ~ 
General Griffin Bell to intensify - 


investigations of Inks between 
organized exime and drug traffic. 
But, m a section dealing with 
marijuans, the President said: - 
“Pensiiies-against possession of 
a drug should not be more dam- 
aging to ‘an dodividuel than the 
use of the drng itself; and where 
they are, they should be changed.” 
He said it was time to. imple- 
ment the recommendations of the . 
National Commission on Marl 
juena and Drug Abuse, which con- 
cluded five years ago that: mari- 
juana use should be decriminal- 
ised. 
“Therefore, I support legislation 
emending federal law to eliminate 
all federal eriminel penalties for 


the possession of up to one ounce 
of marijuana,” he said, 

‘The present federal penalty for 
possessing any marijuana is a 
maximum fine of $5,000 and a 
prison ‘sentence. of up to 2 year. 

Mr, Carter aaked the. Justice 


-the possibility of revoking pass- 
ports of known major drug dealers 
and freezing the assets they have 
‘accumulated: in illegal trading. 
To Look at Penaities 

He asked Mr, Bell to look into 
proposals that would deny pretrial 
release to certain persons charged 
with drig dealiigs. He also asked 
Mx. Bell. to look into the ade- 
quacy of existing penalties for 
-major drug offenses.

“proved .éffectiveness of federal 
drug, treatment programs, stating 
thet they: have been too narrow 
in conception and practice.

. and welfare, to study the pos- 
sibility-of consolidating. drug re- 
search ‘in the Federal Addiction 
Research Center atid urged spe- 
᾿ cis] : attention to . the. study’ of

In cooperation with state of- 
ficials, Mr. Carter satd, the at- 
torney general should intensify 
efforts to prosecute physicians 
who knowingly overprescribe 
drugs, including barbiturates. 


Mr. Carter, whose three sons 


+ say they have tried. marijvano, 


said the drug “continues to be 
an emotional and controversial 
issue.” 


“After four decades. efforts to 
‘discourage its use with stringent 
Jaws have still not been success- 
ful,” the President said. “More 
than 45 million Americans have 
tried marijuana and an estimated 
11 million are regular weers . .. 
‘We can, and should, continue to 
discourage the use of marijuana, 
but this can be done without 
defining the smoker as.a crimi- 
nal, 

. - « Decriminalization is not 
legalization. It means only that 
. the federal penalty for possession 
would be reduced and a person 
would receive a fine rather than 
a criminal penalty. Federal pen- 
alties for twafficking would re- 
main in force and the states 
would remain free to adopt what- 
ever laws they wish concerning 
the. marijuana moker.”

As Preliminary to Geneva Talks 


Arab-Israeli ‘Working Group’ 
In U.S. Urged by Vance, Sadat

ALEXANDRIA. Egypt, Aug. 2 
(NYT).—Secretary of State Cr- 
Tus Vance, acknowledging that a 
Geneva conference could not be 
convened now, said tonight that 
he had accepted an Egyptian 
idea and would try to call to- 
gether Arab and Israeli foreign 
ministers in New York and 
Washington in “a working group” 
to prepare the way for an even- 
tual Geneva Middle East peace 
conference, 

Unable to resolve the major ob- 
stacle to Geneva—that of the 
Participation of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization — Mr, 
Vanee and President Anwar Sa- 
dat of Egypt. at a televised press 
conference, sought to put the best 
face on what was a fallback posi- 
tion if a Geneva session could 
not evolve from Mr. Vance's car- 
rent Middie East mission. 

As explained br Mr. Vance, he 
Will try, in the remainder of his 
trip, to persuade Syria, Jordan 
and Israel to joi Egypt in the 
“working group” and to meet un- 
der his auspices in Washington 
and New York starting in mid- 
September. 

Esasive Answers 

Although Mr, Vance and Mr, 
Sadat were asked numerous ques- 
tions about the nnexpected deci- 
sion to focus on what amounts to 
@ preliminary conference rather 
than Geneva, they were often 
evasive in their answers and left 
many serious matters unresolved. 

Paramount was the question of 
whether the “working group" was 
simply ἃ face-saving device to 
cover over the inability of the 
parties to get to Geneva—narticu~ 
larly after President Carter had 
predicted a Geneva conference 
as early as October, a date Mr. 
Vance had never endarsed_ 

There was the possibility that 
thé “working zreup" cowd turn 
into ἃ substitute for the Geneva 
conference by bringing together 
the parties to tliat conference 
and leaving out the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. 

But the PLO, in a sharply 
worded statement issued in Beirut 
today and conveyed to Mr. Sadat, 
warned again that it had to be 
Tepresented at any international 
conference dealing with the Mid- 
dle East and it might imsist on 
part in the “working 
group” too. 

He said the participants in the 
“working group” would be “the 
confrontation states”"—an allusion 
to the combatants in the 1967 
war, Israel, Egypt, Syria, and 
Jordan. 

This appeared to Ieave ont the 
PLO. but when asked directly 
whether the PLO would not be 
imvited, he was evasive, claiminc 
that the details had not been

N. Korea ‘Military Sea’ Zone 
Is Tested by Ship From South 


SEOUL. Aug. 2 (AP1—. A South 


‘Korean ship carrying 465 pas 


sengers today reached a Smiin 
Korean-held island off North 
Korea without interference in the 
first. test of North Korea's new 
“military sea boundary,” a radio 
Message said. 

The radio said the 4i0-ton 
‘Ongjit-Ho, escorted by South 
Korean naval vessels, docked at 
the island of Paengyong-do after 
an 11-hour voyage from the port 
of Inchon near Seoul. 

The island is within 10 miles 
of North Korea’s west coast and 
apparently fails inside the newly 
announced military zone. 

Pyongyang said yesterday that 
civilian a& well as military crait 
were barred from entering the 
zone without permission. 

The area was defined ss ex- 
tending “50 miles from the start- 


ing line of the territorial waters 
in the Esst Sea [Sea of Japan 
and to the boundary hme af the 
economic sea none m the West 
Sea (Yellow Sea.” 

The North Korean economic 
zone, announced recently and el- 
fective yesterday. generally ex- 
tends 200 miles from shore but is 
narrower in the Yellow Sea be- 
cause of the proximity of China. 
How far the zone extends into 
the Yellow Sea is not certain, 
but observers estimated it at 
about 50 miles. 

Declaration of the economic 
zone means North Korea claims 
control of fishing. mining and 
other economic activities within 
the vrea.

Spain Legalizes

MADRID, Aug. 2 (UPI).—The 
government legalized two politi- 
cal parties today that openly 
advocate restoration of the 
Spanish republic, 

The parties are the Spanish 
Democratic Republican Action 
party, ARDE, and the Republican 
Left of Catalonia, ERC. Both 
favor the abolition of the mon- 
archy and a return to the repub- 
lican system that governed Spain 
before the 1936-39 Civil War. 

ARDE is a new party while 
the ERC was founded in 1931. It 
played an important role in pre- 
civil war Catalonia, at one time 
holding a third of the posts in 
the Catalan regional government. 

In the June 15 general elec- 
tion. the ERC's leader, Heribert 
Barrera, was elected to the 
Congress of Deputies on an 
independent ticket.

GIs Uncertain About South Korea Pullout

PANMUNJON, South Korea, 
Aug. 2 (NYT).—The rice paddies 
beside the Demilitarized Zone are 
parched now. At midafternoon, 
the throbbing sun leaves the US. 
Soldiers weary and idly playing 
cards beneath dusty canvas. tents.

Siacy Moskowitz died in Bings 
County Hospital Center jate yes- 
terday, 39 hours after she and

were shot by the killer who has 
adopted the name “Son of Sam.” 

Three hours earlier, New York's 
chief of detectives. Jabn Keenan, 
jhad amnounced that more than 
300 detectives and other police- 
men, an increase from 180. had 
been assigned to New York City’s 
hunt for the gunman, 

Miss Moskowitz. 20, died at 
§:22 pm. of swelling of the brain 
stem—“she would fave been a 
vegetable had she survived"— 
Dr. Wiliam Shucart, chairman of 
the hospital's department of reu- 
rosurgery, reported. Her heart 
had stopped “st least a half a 
dozen times” during the day. 

Miss Moskowitz’s mother, Nersa, 
said at the hospital that “she 
loved life, and she wouldn't have 
wanted to live that way.” Of the 
killer, who has fetally shot six 
persons, Mrs, Moskowitz said: 

“I hope he suffers the rest of 
his Life. I hope he eats his heart 
out with a cancer. I would die 
te see this man punished.” 

Saw Gunmon 

Miss Moskowitz, a secretary, had 
been on a date with Robert Vio- 
lante, who: was also shot and 
reported to be in stable condition. 
He “told police he saw the person 
who shot him,” according to Dr. 
Jeffrey Freedman, the hospital's 
director of ophthalmolosy. 

“I don’t know if he can identify 
him since we don't know if he'll 
be able to see,” Dr. Freedman said, 
Mr. Violante’s left eye, which was 
shattered, was removed, and the 
ophthalmologist said “it could 
take three months” to know how 
much sight his wounded right eye 
might regain. 

In 2 news conference, Chief 
Keenan said witnesses to the Sun- 
day shooting had described the 
attacker as white, between 25 and 
35 years old, 5 feet 7 to 5 feet 
10 inches tal], with a stocky build. 

The detective chief said the 
man had worn “blue denim pants 
with a gray long-sleeve shirt, 
sieeves rolled np or a denim jacket 
worn outside the pants.” He call- 
ed on women τὸ might have 
noted a friend or relative weariug 
such clothes Saturday night or 
Sunday morning to telephone a 
special police number.

Carter Says Panama Treaty 
On Canal Now Within Reach.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (NYT). 
—President Carter has praised 
Gen. Omar Torrijos Herrera, the 
Panamanian head of government, 
for helping to bring a new 
Panama Canal treaty within 
reach, but he told him to ex- 
pect no further major negotiating 
eoncessions from the United 
States. 

A copy of the President's Jet- 
ter, sent to Gen. Torrijos Friday 
after Mr. Carter had called the 
chief negotiators for both coun- 
tries to the White House to en- 
courage their efforts, was obtain- 
ed by The New York Times. 

The letter was as generally 
optimistic in tone as Mr. Carter 
had been in his exchanges with 
the negotistors, but it cautioned 
Gen. Torrijos not to push too 
hard in talks that the President 
said were “now nearing com- 
pletion” One warning alluded 
to the difficulty of obtaining 
Senate approval of a treaty thet 
went too far to accommodate 
Panamanian demands. 

Part of Panama’s team was to 
return to Washington this week 
to prepare for negotiations at

treaty. 


Mr. Carter said in his letter 
that the two most formidable of 
those remaining issues involve 


the amount the United States 
would pay Panama for use of 
the canal during the life of the 
treaty, presumably until the year 
2.000, and the schedule under 
which various segments of the 
533-square-mile canal zone would 
be transferred to Panamanian 
jurisdiction in that same period. 

On the compensation issue. 
the two sides remain far apart, 
although both agree that Pan- 
ama is entitied to a far greater 
annuity than the $2.3 million it 
currently receives. 

The US. negotiators, Ellsworth 
Bunker and Sol Linowitz, have 
emphasized that the additional 
compensation must come from 
the canal tolls.

Bell Memo Strictly Interprets 


Limit on Medicaid Abortions

However, 
explanatory ienguage, in a con~ 
ference report accompanying the 
Dill, would broaden if to include 
abortions in the case of certain 
diseases and would allow "medical 
procédures necessary for the ter- 
mination of an ectopic pregnancy 
or fer the treatment of rape or 
incest victims.” 

Mr. Bell interpreted “treat- 
ment” in the case of rape or in- 
cest to mean only treatment that 
would prevent fertilization, im- 
mediately after intercourse, he- 
fore the ovum becomes implanted 
in the uterine wall, 

The House is expected to vote 
today to endorse language similar 
to the 1977 Hyde Amendment in 
the fiscal 1978 Labor-HEW ap- 
propriations bill. House-Senate 
conferees last week reached a 
stalemate on the abortion issue.

As Goes 


Afbania, whose apparent craziness conceals 
great cunning ‘or is it the other way 
around?), broke 17 years of “unbreakable 
friendship” with China the other day, al- 
leging ideological infidelity.

The two agreed in effect to 
postpone the Taiwan question in order to 
enjoy benefits on other levels, 

That is where Peking and Washington are 
now.

Soviet Anti-Semitism and Crises in the Kremlin

ONDON—The Kremlin's maspi- 
cion that an international 
Jewish conspiracy is seeking to 
dominate the world and to undo 
the Sovieb regime is once again 
beginning to make itself felt im 
tue Soviet press. On the face of 
Sh the show tial of Jewish dis- 
sidents now being prepared by the 
EGB is designed to show that the 
eecused ere agents of the CIA 
and have been working to under- 
mine the Soviet system. 

This much is evident from what 
has been said in the Soviet press 
about Anatoly Shcharansky, who 
is now under arrest, and his sup- 
posed accomplices. The propa- 
ganda about the international 
Jewish conspiracy is less explicit, 
ut it recalls earlier Soviet press 
campaigns which proceeded from 
vague generalizations and in- 
muendo to specific details and 
formal indictments, 

Soon after World War IL 
Stalin launched a campaign 
against “cosmopolitan” influences 
in Soviet art and science, which 
his secret police promptly trans- 
lated into » wave of arrests. AS 
Moscow officially admitted after 
Stalin’s death, this had resulted 
in the imprisonment and execu- 
tion of many innocent Jews on 
false charges of being involved 
in an international conspiracy 
against the Sovieh Unien. The 
anti-cosmopolitan campaign was, 
in fact, a facet of an imterna! 
Kremlin power struggle in which 
Jews became the scapegoats. 


‘Doctors* Plot? 


In the early 1950s, as Stalin 
began to sense his approaching 


‘end, he jJaunched another anti- 


Jewish campeign. in the guise of 
“the doctors’ plot.” Once again 
Jews were arrested and executed, 
starting with some of the Krem- 
lin’s own doctors who were said 
to have been involved in an in- 
ternational Jewish conspiracy to 
Kill the Soviet leaders. The 
“doctors’ plot” was, in effect, an 
aspect of the Kremlin struggle 
for the succession to Stalin, but 
the secret police translated it into 
8 broad anti-Semitic campaign 
which struck terror into the 
hearts of Jews throughout the 
Soviets Union. The surviving 
“doctor-plotters” were promounc- 
ed innocent and released after 
Stalin's death. 

There were other anti-Jewish 
ecampaigus, both under the 
Khrushcher and under the 
Brezhnev regimes, and although 


‘they differed in character from 


the Stalin campaigns, they still 
used Jews as scapegoats for the 


-Eremlin’s policy failures. The 


Exremlin conservatives repeatedly 


-brought the Jewish issue inte the

See ‘Political Payoff 
To Maritime Industry

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 ( WP}. 
—In their harshest attack on 
President Carter since he took 
Office, top Republican leaders as- 
sailed his support of cargo-pref- 
erence legisiation as “a blatant 
political payoff” to the maritime 
industry and vowed to step up 
their demands for a congressional 
investigation, 

Republican Nationa] chairman 
Bil! Brock, Senate Minority Lead- 
er Howard Baker, R-Tenn, and 
House Mitonity Leader John 
Rhodes, R-Ariz,. said in a joint 
statement yesterday that the ad- 
ministration had refused to per- 
mit the testimony of key gov- 
ernment officials opposed to the 
cargo-preference proposal. 

The three GOP spokesmen 
mainteined that a congressional 
inquiry would have been under 
way by now if a Republican pres- 
ident had made a similar deci- 
sion ‘in furtherance of a cam- 
paign promise.” 

White House press secretary 
Jody Powel] dismissed the com- 
Plaints as “partisan rhetoric.” 
He also defended Gerald Raf- 
shoon, President Carter's cam- 
paign advertizing director. against 
charges of impropriety stemming 
fzom a $500,000 advertising cam- 
paign that the maritime industry 
commissioned this spring on be- 
half of cargo preference. 

Alluding to a memo to the 
President from Treasury Secre-~ 
tary Michael Blumenthal, the 
GOP leaders charged that the 
plan could cost consumers more 
than $800 million a year by 1985. 

The President decided last 
month to support a bill guaran- 
teeing U.S.-flag tankers nearly 
10 per cent of the nation's oil 
import market. The legislation 
is now before congressional com~ 
mittees, 

The Republicans said that Mr. 
Carter, who received more than 
$100.000 in campaign contribu- 
tions from U.S. maritime in- 
terests. ignored advisers’ opin- 
ions and protests by 1: maritime 
nations,

Manuel Cardinal Goncalves Cere- 
jJetra, 89. the retired Roman 
Catholic archbishop of Lisbon, 
died here last night. 2 church 
spokesman said today. 


The archbishop, who retired in 
1971, was a close confidant of 
the late Portuguese rightist ruler, 
Antonio de Oliveira Salazar, and 
was instrumental] in increasing 
the church's political influence 
during the Salazar regime. 


The archbishop first met Mr. 
Salazar when both were profes- 
sors at Coimbra University in 
the early 1920s. His rise in the 
church coincided with Mr, Sala- 
zar’s rise im the governnient. 


He was named archbishop of 
Mitilene in 1958. became arch- 
bishop of Lisbon the following 
year. and was made ἃ cardinal 
in 1920. 

In 1942, he plared a primary 
roJe in the negotiation of a new 
Concordat between Portugal and 
the church that outlawed divorce 
and gave the Catholic Church a 
privueged position in the nation. 
After the old regime was ousted 
in 1974. aR new Concordat was 
Negotiared that reinstated di- 
vorce.

Alechinskv Wins

Mellon Prize

A Large Scale 

The thrill is hearing a large 
team meshed. the same sort of 
thrill as watching a good foot- 
ball team, 

Keeping 17 jaz musicians 
functioning as a unit has never 
been easy. even im the best of 
times: “You have to really love 
11.” Jones says. “You have to be 
willmg to par the price. It can 
be heartbreaking. You will lose 
money, and friendships in some 
cases. You are going to lose 
some of your best musicians 
along the way. You are going 
to sound lousy some nights, It's 
a long. painful process, put Mel 
and I committed ourselves to it 
years ago.” 

Partner Mel Lewis has drum- 
med πα Stan Eenton, Dizzy 
Gillespie, Gerry Mulligan and 
Benny Goodman. His under- 
stated time fits Jones's pliable, 
open approach to arranged jazz 
perfectir. They are. however. an 
odd couple in many ways... ra- 
cially mixed for one thing. +The 
band has always been effortlessly 
intesrated: there are no quotrs.! 
For another, Lewis's retiring 


stage presence belies his co-lead- 
er role. 
For both, the band is an in- 
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strument. You cannot be a big- 
band drummer without 2 big 
band. You cannot hear your 
orchesirs] compositions without 
an orchestra. 

They are sometimes referred to 
collectively as “mad.” 


Collaborations In the arts are 
famous for failing. Jones ex- 
Plains this one’s success: “We're 
not jealous of each other, I've 
rever had any suspicion that 
by some subtle and insidious 
means, control is being teken 
away from me. One or the other 
of us just goes out and does 
something because it needs to 
be done.” 

Jones is a member of a large 
vousical family, which may have 
taught him something about 
teamwork, ‘Brothers Elvin and 
Hank place near the top of all 
jazz polls on drums and piano 
respectively.

NNE EDWARDS, author of 
six novels. and mow at work 


“on the sequel to "Gone With 


the Wind.” -added a touch of 
class to the overcrowded field of 
dudy Garland biographers a cou- 
ple of years ago. 

Now she has taken on another 
-tragic lady of the theater, Vivien 
Leigh, whose life was perhaps 
tormented by more demons than 
Miss Garland’s and whoze suffer- 
ings sere more beyond her can- 
trol. The same taste and intelli- 
fence that prevailed ‘in her Judy 
Garland book are at work here, 
With even more satisfring effect. 

Vivien" Leigh. Miss Edwards 
asserts—and it is hard to quarrel 
with her—was the most beautiful 
British actress of her era; she 
also. created. two of the most 
stumcing female characters ever 
seen on the screen—the vixenish, 
vulnerable Scarlett O'Hara and 
the doomed Blanche DuBois in 
“A Streetcar Named Desire.” On 
Stage she acted some memorable 
clagsic roles with Sir Laurence 
Olivier, inchiding Cleopatra, 
Juliet and Antigone. She had an 
epic love affair with Laurence 
Olivier. which began while they 
were both married to others in 
the 1930s, proceeded through a 
happy private. and professional 
marriage, then careened off into 

Vivien Leigh was born Vivian 
Hartley, in 1913, daughter of a 
British merchant in India, a- 
handsome philanderer. whose 

beautiful wife once invited to a 
dinner party every woman with 
whom he had had an affair as 
well as the cuckolded husbands. 
Ernest Hartley was ruffled but 
not deterred. He made a fortune 
ἀπ India. and in the 1920s the 
family returned to England. As 
her parents traveled over Europe, 
until the Depression put a crimp 
in their life style, Vivien was 
placed in a.series of strict con- 
vent schools. 

At her first school, she thrived 
as a dutiful. beautiful. talented 
ehiid. the most admired girl of 
her form—despite being consign-" 
ed there at the age of 7 by her 
parents, who returned to India, 
coming back in the summers to 
see her. But, Miss Edwards 
thinks, the nun’s rigid puritanism 
left its mark (the girls were re- 
quired to wear a shift in the 
bath and conceal their dirty 
underthings under a cloth each 
night, a practice Vivien continued 


* ἄπ later life). And in one of the 


schools on the Continent. there 
were strong hints of lesblanism 
among the teachers, in the midst 
of the sexual repression imposed’ 
upon the students, which may 
have accounted for Vivien’s dis- 
Uusiooment with the church. 
At any rate, the girl never re-

Trials of Well-Salaried Turncoats

LONDON, Aug. 2 (THT).—The 
big wide world of international 
soecer, increasingly a fishbowl! 
through which to view human 
adaptation in foreign waters, 
tomorrow night will phimge an 
expensivé newcomer mute the 
deepest of ironies, Abuuy 50,000 
West Germans will crowd into 
Hamburg’s Volksparkstedion to 
urge on 2 jittle man they ὁδὶ 
Mighty Mouse, willmg him to 
take apart that to which he had 
dedicated the last six rears to 
build. 

The player is Kevin Keegan, 
whom Hamburg SV bas just 
bought frem Liverpool for 
$365,000. The irony is that 
temorrow night's competitive de. 
but pits Hamburg agains: none 
other than Liverpool, the En- 
glish champions Keegan helped 
to win Enrope’s major club honor 
a mere i0 weeks ago. Thus. in a 


“emntest to decide the better of 


the Continent’s most successful 
sides, Keegan for the first time 
in his life must run against 
rather than inside of Liverpool's 
energetic teamrork. 

Tis public trial of ἃ man's 
ability to go over to the enemy— 
to blend with a style as dif- 
ferent as the language—is not 
exclusive to Eeegan. Soccer 
Plarers are shifting aroung the 
flove nowadays as Henry Kis- 
singer once did: beckoning them 
are the rich. the powerful and 
quite often the unsuccessful. 
What is not always appreciated 
is that athletes also happer to 
be humans, exposed as the reso 
of us to vagaries of vempera- 
menus, temperatures and rempta- 
tions, 

Three Cases 

Consider three of soccer's 
worldly wanderers: Keegan, Pranz 
Beckenbauver, the West German 
captain who defected for a per- 
sonal fortune (83.5 milion) to 
the New York Cosmos, and Uli 
Stielike, the young German now 
training for his debut with Real 
Madrid. Three very personalized 
players at different stages of 
maturity, each chasing the 
deutsche mark, the peseta, the 
doliay in cirenmstances which 
make or mar reputations. 

Keegan, England's captain. is 
the most genuine of characters, 
yet be must answer the growing 
swell of feeling overseas that 
English players Jack the dedica- 
tion and quality to convert. Sever- 
al Englishmen now in Dutch 
teams are finding themselves in 
a miserable utopla: paid beyond 
their dreams, but quite unable to 
mux socially, One complains that 
hus wife will divorce him because 
“all sne has to do is sit in our 
luxury flat day and night, She 
goes out to the hairdresser three 
times & week to ἘΠῚ boredom.” 

Keegan won't suffer that. For 
one thing. he's a cut above the 
player mentioned. For another, 
his wife. Jean, speaks excellent 
German. 

Yet there remains the question 
of style: Keegan is a pimpernel 
—so enthusiastic. so fast and so 
determined that he runs op- 
ponents off their feet. Is this 
whet Hamburg wants? Will its 
players respond to him? Wil 
Keegan shake off his intemperate 
reactions when closely marked?

Terry Neill manager of English 
εἴθ Arsenal. which Australis 
beat by 3-1, said before returning 
to London: “You have an excel 
lent team. The pity is that the 
fans don’t appreciate just how 
good it is." 

Gojko Zee said, after Australia 
had lost by 3-2 to Red Star, that 
he could not imagine the Austra- 
Hans being beaten in the World 
Cup caualifying series against 
Tran. Kuwait, Hong Kong and 
South Korer. 

Australia finished third in the 
tournament, *on by Celtic of 
Scotland. which beat Red Star 
by 2-0 in Sunday's final here.

Connors Stars in ‘Comeback’;

Evert. flew up Sunday from 
Boston to this tinr. pine-forest- 
ed village that nestles in the 
shadow of Mount Cranmore. 

Evert did not atend yesterdar’s 
match and later Connors refused 
even to discuss her presenice. 

Was he detsing the reports 
about her being here? 

“Are you pushing the subject?” 
Connors snapped back. 

Connors also held out the pos- 
sibility thet he would participate 
jo World Team Tennis, Many 
of the game's current stars. in- 
cluding Bjorn Borg of Sweden 
—w«bo defeated Connors in the 
Wimbledon final—play in the 
league. Connors said yesterday 
that the matter was “very dis- 
cussabie."" 

‘It Can be Fun’ 

“If you get om ἃ good team 
it can be fun,” he said. adding 
that he had consulted bis moth- 
er—who is still a prime adviser 
for Connors—and his lawyer. His 
participation in team tennis would 
not, at any rate, begin before 
next year.

This young man tumed out te 
be the brilliant Elmendorf, the 
father of Gestalt taundry. The 
accidental discovery of thuse 
missing socks on the floor was 
ultimately to bring him fame and 
the Pulitzer Prize for Investiza- 
tive Pre-Soaking. but not before 
his hands had crinkled into 
prune folds in the hot, sudsy pur- 
suit of knowledze.

—Elmendorf advanced the argu- 
ment that the Amerivan washing 
machine was developing delusions 
of grandiosity.

In a nutshell. Ebnendorfs ar- 
gument held that the washing 
machioe had confused itself w ith 
the U.S. government and had be- 
gun levying taxes for its services. 
By taking one sock of every two, 
Elmendorf contended. the wash- 
ing machine was behaving as it 
conceived a government showd 

The sock revenue collected 
under the machine in Elosson's 
Jaboratory would eventually. he 
went on. be redistriouted to people 
and institutions the washing ma- 
ehine liked. The oif industry 
would get a sock, two or three 
would go to the water-softening 
eartel and the bulk of them 
would go to the Pentagon to im- 
prove the national sockurity. 

Elmendorf was unable to \erify 
his theory. due to an unfortunate 
onset of mental breakdown. It 
occurred one evening as he was 
dressing for a dinner at which 
he was to be introduced to the 
great Aptheker. the Viennese 
master of the spin cycle. 

Noting that uot a single pair 
of matched socks had come up 
from the laundry, Elmendorf 
went to the basement and search- 
ed under the washing machine 
for the missing mates.

Trouble With Patricia Highsmith: No Label.

pars (I2T).—Unlike many crime writers, Patricia High- 
smith doesn't deal in private eyes and counery-house 
mysteries. “There is never any mystery in my books. You 
always know who did it." 

Murder isn't her primary theme either although bodies 
crop up frequently. She 15 something of an odd peg in the 
crime siot. In fact, her latest book, “Edith's Diary,” didn't 
fit the crime category conveniently so the first publisher she 
sent it to rejected rt. Then she sent the menuscript to 
Simon and Schuster, which brought out the book recently. 

“Edith's Diary" covers the years 1955 to 1973 in the life 
of a suburban housewife with leftist sympathies who goes 
quietly mad as her world crumbles after her husband leaves 
her. There is a body: Eduth’s worthless son gets rid of his 
tiresome octogenarian uncle. But Miss Highsmith says wryly 
that you might consider that euthanasia rather than murder. 

“I wanted to write a book about the failure of American 
idealism." She pauses. “That sounds pompous. But a lot 
happened in these years in America that shook up even bhouse- 
wives. McCarthy is mentioned, Vietnam, Nixon. Edith’s ideas 
are partly mine. She's well-meaning but naive. 

“Jim interested in polities. But I'm not politically 
knowledgeable. I used to like Communism. It's an idealistic 
way of thinking. But increasingly the Soviet Union has made 
us all ashamed of being inclined to Communism. Mary 
McCarthy has written about this all so much better than I 
can explain it, How your hopes are ruined.” 

However, the political content of the book, like the murder, 
is only incidental. Her theme. as always, is her character's 
quirks, obsessions and the bizarre behavior they lead to. As 
her real world falls apart. Edith records details of an idyllic 
family life in her diary. 

Graham Greene, in an introduction to one of Miss High- 
snith’s books, said, she is a writer who has created a 
world of her own... it is uot the world as we once believed 
we knew it. but it is frighteningly more real to us than the 
house next door.” 

Her favorite among her books is ‘Tremor of Forgery.” “It's 
the nearest to a novel The character is a normal young man 
‘who thinks he may have killed a man. But it’s never eatab- 
lished if the murder took place. What's interesting is the 
effect guilt has on him.” 

Being labeled as a crime writer doesnt bother her and she 

doesn’t plan co make 3 conscious effort to write straight 
novels. “I have to write what Im inspired to write. It's the 
publisher's problem to fit it in a category.” 
“Edith” was a depressing book for her. “Insanity is depress- 
ing.” So to cheer herself up she’s written “14 very short 
stories about women's foibles. It's black humor. I like to 
laugh, instead of being melancholy.” 

The collection will be published in England in the fall as 
“Little Tales of Misogeny." ‘The British last year published 
another collection of her short stories with the intriguing 
title “The Animal Lover's Book of Beastly Murder,” a book 
rejected by American publishers. 

The rejection. she thinks, was partly because publishers 
aren't keen on short story collections since they usually lose 
money on them. And partly because she's not as well known 
in America as she is in Europe. She has lived, altogether, 
nearly 20 years in Europe and many of her books have a 
European setting. 

For the past 10 years she’s ved in the village of Moncourt, 
near Fonteinebleau, in a whitewashed house with a large 
untidy garden on the bank of the Loing Canal, 

She was born in Texas and grew up in New York City, 
but she prefers the country. “I can't stand lots of people

This fai a German film, “the American Friend” 
based on “Ripley's Game,” with Dennis Hopper as Ripley, is 
to be released in Paris. A French film, “Tell Her That I Love 
Her," based on another of her books, will also open here in 
the fail : 

She doesn’t get involved with any of the films Her 
experiences with filmmakers have heen disappointing. “They 
take options and nothing ever comes of it.” When Alfred 
Hitchcock made the film “Strangers on a Train,” based on her 
first book, he paid her slightly less than $7,000 for the rights.
